A. PARAGRAPHS. WE BLIEVE THE PRESENT PARAGRAPH 
INACCURATELY REFLECTS THE SITUATION IN WG/4. WE PROPOSE

8. MINISTERS HAVE BEEN ADVISED THAT NO SPECIAL ACTION IS 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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REQUIRED ON THE NAVAL SHIP FUEL SITUATION BECAUSE THERE IS 
NO SERIOUS INTEROPERABILITY PROBLEM REMAINING. THE WORKING 
GROUP IS NOW CONSIDERING THE JET AIRCRAFT FUEL QUESTION 
SOLELY FROM THE VIEWPOINT OF LAND-BASED MILITARY AIRCRAFT, 
SINCE FOR SHIP-BASED AIRCRAFT NO URGENT PROBLEM EXISTS, 

NATIONS HAVING AGREED ON A STANDARD FUEL FOR SHIP-BASED 
AIRCRAFT. RESOLUTION OF THIS REMAINING PROBLEM FOR LAND-

TO DEPEND ON A DECISION TO CONVERT THE F-16 AIRCRAFT TO PRIMARY 
USE OF F-34 FUEL. WHEREAS THE RELEVANT ENGINE (F-100) 

HAS BEEN TESTED ON THE NEW FUEL IT HAS NOT YET BEEN DECIED

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NATO BODY OR BODIES CONCERNED THE PROGRAMME OF WORK NECESSARY 
TO IMPLEMENT THEIR DECISION ON THE APPROACH TO BE TAKEN TO 
ASSURE THE INTEROPERABILITY OF TACTICAL AREA COMMUNICATIONS. 

THE NECESSARY PROGRAMME OF WORK HAS BEEN PREPARED BY WORKING 
GROUP 1 AND SUBMITTED TO THE AD HOC COMMITTEE OR ITS CON- 
SIDERATION(2)

4. IN THE REPORT TO MINISTERS, THE AD HOC COMMITTEE ALSO 
INVITED THEM TO NOTE THAT IT HAD TASKED WORKING GROUP 1 TO 
STUDY, AND MAKE RECOMMENDATIONS ON THE MEASURES NECESSARY 
TO ENSURE THE INTEROPERABILITY OF ALL NEW TACTICAL RADIO 
EQUIPMENT. WITH THE REPORT WITH WHICH THE AFOREMENTIONED 
PROGRAMME OF WORK HAS BEEN SUBMITTED) 1 ) THE WORKING GROUP 
HAS ALSO SUBMITTED, FOR THE AD HOC COMMITTEE'S APPROVAL, 

TERMS OF REFERENCE FOR THIS NEW STUDY. IN ANTICIPATION OF 

OF THE AD HOC COMMITTEE'S APPROVAL, THE WORKING GROUP IS 
PROCEEDING WITH THE FIRST PHASE OF THE STUDY WITH THE AIM OF 
COMPLETING IT IN SPETEMBER OF THIS YEAR. THE TARGET DATES

IN ESSENCE. THESE PROGRAMMES REQUIRE THE CERTIFICATION BY 
ANALYSIS AND VERIFICATION TRIAL OF VARIOUS INVENTORY WEAPON 
TYPES ON VARIOUS OPERATIONAL AIRCRAFT. A PROGRAMME FOR THE 
FUTURE WHICH TASKS THE WORKING GROUP TO PROPOSE AN EQUITABLE 
BASIS FOR SHARING OF THE COSTS ASSOCIATED WITH THE IMPLE- 
MENTATION OF THE AGREED ACTION PROGRAMMES, TO SUBMIT RECOM-

WORKING GROUP ON TANK GUN AMMUNITION 

6. AT ITS EARLIER MEETING IN APRIL 1976, WORKING GROUP 3 
RECOMMENDED, AND THE COMMITTEE DULY APPROVED, THAT THE TWO 
STANDARD CALIBRES FOR PRESENT AND FUTURE TANK GUNS SHOULD BE 
RESPECTIVELY 105 MM AND 120 MM. DIFFERENCES OF OPINION BE- 
TWEEN MAJOR COUNTRIES CONCERNED, AS TO HOW LONG ONE COULD 
RELY ON THE 105 MM TO DEFEAT WARSAW PACT ARMOUR AND WHEN IT 
WOUD BE ESSENTIAL TO CHANGE TO THE LARGER CALIBRE, STILL 
EXIST. THE CONTROVERSY OVER THE RELATIVE MERITS OF RIFLED 
AND SMOOTH BORE 120 MM GUNS IS AGAIN NO NEARER SOLUTION,

ON A PERIODIC ARMAMENTS PLANNING SYSTEM (PAPS) INVOLVING MATTERS 
OF EQUIPMENT INTEROPERABILITY TO BE STUDIED BY THIS GROUP WHICH 
ARE OF DIRECT CONCERN TO THIS COMMITTEE. THE AD HOC COMMITTEE 
ON EQUIPMENT INTEROPERABILITY WILL BE ASKED TO AGREE TO THE 
PROCEDURES PERMITTING A SYSTEMATIC REVIEW OF NATIONAL EQUIPMENT 
PROGRAMMES TO INSURE ADEQUATE INTEROPERABILITY OF FUTURE

14. IN THE DEFENCE PLANNING COMMITTEE MEETING IN 
MINISTERIAL SESSION IN DECEMBER 1976(1) THE STATUS REPORT OF 

THE ASSISTANT SECRETARY GENERAL FOR DEFENCE SUPPORT ON STANDARD- 
IZATION OF ARMAMENTS (PO/76/130(REVISED)) WAS REVIEWED. MINISTERS 
INVITED THE DPC IN PERMANENT SESSION TO EXAMINE THE SUGGESTED 
ACTIONS IN PARAGRAPHS 26 TO 33 AND REPORT THE RESULTS IN

DECEMBER 1977. MINISTERS ALSO INVITED THE DPC IN PERMANENT

15. DURING THE MEETING OF THE DPC IN PERMANENT SESSION

IN DISCUSSION IT WAS POINTED OUT THAT THERE WAS A RISK OF

BODY WAS NOT ONLY CONCERNED WITH INTEROPERABILITY, BUT ALSO 
WAS KEEPING UNDER REVIEW OTHER RESPECTS OF STANDARDIZATION
